b. i noticed that most of the workers were women. 
1) The women were in various styles of dress, but most of the 
styles were very loose fitting and gave the impression of 
being rather old-fashioned. Some of the women wore head 


coverings which matched their clothes. 


z} They worked very slowly and deliberately. There was no 
sense af rushing or "time crunch". 


a) One of the women was standing beside a large round object 


(approximately 2‘ in diameter), using tools to “screw" a 
large front piece onto it. 
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4} Another woman was rubbing back and forth on one of the large 
objects, as a person would when using a whole sheet of 
sandpaper or an entire towel (see@ Sketch 2). 


oe FURFOSE OF ACTIVITY: I could mot gat any other impression of purpose 
axcept for assembly of the objects which were positioned around the floor 
of the large room.
